The  winning  candidates  ex¬ 
pressed  their  desire  to  see  the 
student  government  become  a 
more  efficient  body  next  year 
with  more  student  involve¬ 
ment,  which  they  felt  showed 
as  over  1,500  students  voted 
in  the  election.  This  is  a  size¬ 
able  figure  in  comparison  to 
the  number  of  students  who 
have  voted  in  most  elections. 

According  to  student  body 
president  Mike  Wilson  the  total 
votes  Thursday  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  approximately  450 
over  the  number  who  cast  bal¬ 
lots  in  the  1968  election. 

All  Challenge  ’69  candidates 
running  for  class,  officers,  were 
successful  in  their  bids  for  the 
coming  year.  Their  pictures 
and  positions  are  shown  on 
page  four. 

The  winners  would  like  to 
help  change  certain  hours  on 
the  campus,  including  library 
hours  and  girls’  hours.  They 
believe  library  hours  should  be 
increased  to  meet  the  stand¬ 
ards  desired  by  the  students, 
and  “Key  privileges”  extended 
to  include  junior  girls. 

They  also  plan  to  take  steps 
to  improve  the  parking  facili¬ 
ties  of  the  campus. 

Another  plan  they  hope  to  in¬ 
itiate  is  to  improve  the  moti¬ 
vation  of  the  students  by  form¬ 
ing  a  Student  Participation 
Committee.  This  committee 
would  motivate  students  to 
take  an  active  part  in  the  Sen¬ 
ate,  form  opinions,  and  voice 
their  views  on  all  issues  —  lo¬ 
cal,  regional,  and  national. 

The  parties  held  activities 
throughout  last  week.

For  a  week’s  time,  students 
campaigned  on  each  party’s 
platforms.  Posters  were  post¬ 
ed.  Speeches  were  spoken.

University  of  Illinois,  Har¬ 
vard,  Duke,  San  Francisco 
State,  Chicago  University  .  .  . 
the  list  of  campuses  hit  by 
widespread  violence  and  inter¬ 
nal  upheaval  is  seemingly  end¬ 
less.  .  -  .  Disruption  of  class¬ 
es;  destruction  of  property. 
.  .  .  Americans  have  always 
been  dissenters  —  It  is  one 
reason  we  are  a  free  people. 
In  the  past,  however,  there 
has  usually  been  a  fairly  valid 
reason  for  dissent.  Think  for  a 
moment  if  you  can  recall  the 
reasons  for  violence  on  the 
above  mentioned  campuses. 
What  were  they?  If  you  are 
like  me,  the  only  tiling  that 
strikes  a  vivid  note  is  the  riot¬ 
ing  itself.  Screaming,  hysteri¬ 
cal  voices,  wild,  untamed  hair, 
and  mouths  unleashing  their 
vocabulary  of  four-letter  words 
in  an  obvious  effort  to  estab¬ 
lish  their  superior  intellect  and 
rationale. 

We  can  further  recall  men¬ 
tion  of  Paris,  Home,  and  Pra¬ 
gue.  Students  everywhere  are 
dissatisfied  with  conditions  as 


they  are  and  are  seemingly 
not  afraid  to  stand  up  and  be 
counted.

The  old  gripe  of  the  MSC  student— "We  want 
pre-registration,”— has  been  backed  by  the  ad¬ 
ministration  for  quite  some  time.  Before  an¬ 
other  student  criticizes,  he  might  well  do 
some  research. 

The  administration  has  already  asked  the 
Missouri  Legislature  for  a  staff  for  pre-regis¬ 
tration,  according  to  Dr.  Charles  Thate,  dean 
of  administration,  and  has  appointed  Mr. 
John  Mobley  to  serve  as  director'  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  Academic  Advisement  Center.  The  staff 
would  include  five  or  six  full  time  employed 
advisers  plus  the  director.  The  administra¬ 
tion  is  now  hi  the  process  of  selecting  a  staff 
for  the  time  when  the  program  is  ready  to  be 
.  initiated. 

Complete  computerized  pre-registration  in  a 
school  tliis  large  would  require  more  ad¬ 
vanced  equipment  than  the  basic  computer 
set  up  that  is  now  available.  Another  re¬ 
quisite  would  be  the  under  standing  of  vtbe 
system  and  equipment  by  the  students*  as 
well  as  the  faculty. 

Arc  students  ready  for  tliis  change?  Just 
what  is  their  Understanding  Quotient  about 
this  often  discussed  subject? 

In  many  colleges  there  is  rebellion  against 
this  impersonal  enrollment  system.  “We  are 


just  a  number”  is  a  common  criticism  from 
the  student.  True,  there  would  be  no  pre  - 
judices  from  the  computer,  but  neither  would 
there  be  any  bending  backwards  to  give  the 
students  the  classes  they  need.  * 

Pre-registration  is  not  going  to  solve  all  the 
problems  in  scheduling.  It’s  not  going  to  eli¬ 
minate  not  being  able  to  get  needed  classes. 
It  can’t  open  closed  classes  or  start  more. 

Computers  can  only  be  programmed  for 
a  certain  number  of  variables.  They  will  give 
the  classes  desired  in  most  cases,  but  with¬ 
out  the  students’  having  any  choice  in  time 
and  instructor. 

The  program  to  be  started  here  will  not  be 
a  total  computer  pre-registration.  There  will 
be  an  advisory  center  to  pre-register  fresh¬ 
men  and  sophomores  and  advisers  to  pre¬ 
register  the  juniors  and  seniors.  Forms  will 
be  provided  for  the  students  to  indicate 
classes  they  want.  Computers  will  help  make 
schedules  for  most  of  the  students.  Then  an 
adviser  will  take  over.  With  tliis  system  it 
will  be  possible  to  register  one  semester  ahead 
of  time. 

Dr.  Thate  sees  “a  definite  possibility  for  Btf 
pre-registration  program  to  be  instituted  here 
next  fall  for  the  spring  semester.”

To  Live  in  Streets? 


Maryville  has  a  housing 
shortage.  That  is  a  fact  that 
will  not  surprise  many  married 
students  or  college  instructors. 
What,  if  anything,  can  or 
should  be  done  about  it? 

First  of  all,  to  give  an  idea 
of  what  the  town  has  to  offer, 
here  are  samples  of  propsec- 
tive  homes  for  would-be  resi¬ 
dents:  There  are  various  apart¬ 
ment  buildings,  some  close  to 
campus,  some  not,  one  main 
one  (containing  mostly  stu¬ 
dents)  which  is  little  more 
than  a  coeducational  dormito¬ 
ry;  another  one  with  paper 
walls  complete  with  feuding 
neighbors,  and  others  that  are 
almost  too  old  or  sliabby  to 
mention. 

Those  not  wishing  to  live 
quite  as  close  to  their  neigh¬ 
bors  and  who  have  the  extra 
funds,  live  in  houses.  Tliis  is  a 
luxury ,  afforded  mostly  by 
teachers  —  that  is,  if  they  can 
find  a  house.  Finding  a  desir¬ 
able  one  at  a  reasonable  rent 
fee  is  unlikely,  unless  the 
home-hunters  do  not  mind  liv¬ 
ing  15  miles  away,  in  the  coun¬ 
try  or  in  a  ram-shackle  box. 

Then  there  are  the  trailers. 
These  are  possibly  the  most 
satisfactory  for  husbands  and 
wives  only,  since  they  are  too 
small  for  growing  families.  The 
prohibitive  factor  is  the  cost. 
Besides  the  initial  purchase 
price  and  insurance,  one  must 


rent  the  land  and  pay  for  util¬ 
ities,  which  can  run  into  a  siz¬ 
able  sum  of  money  each 
month. 

For  as  many  married  stu¬ 
dents  as  there  are,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  increasing  num¬ 
ber  of  instructors,  it  seems 
strange  that  the  college  and 
townspeople,  so  far,  have  done 
little  about  the  housing  prob¬ 
lem.  A  recent  town  newspaper 
article  pointed  out  that  sugges¬ 
tions  have  been  made  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  con¬ 
cerning  a  remedy.  However, 
no  observable  action  has  been 
started. 

Before  action  is  begun,  one 
question  to  be  asked  is:  “Is  it 
the  college’s  responsibility  to 
provide  housing?”  Perhaps 
not,  technically,  but  in  order 
for  the  town  and  the  school  to 
keep  growing,  surely  some  pro¬ 
visions  must  be  made.

The  Education  Department 
is  offering  a  new  master’s  de¬ 
gree  program  this  year  involv¬ 
ing  specialization  in  reading. 

Dr.  Dean  Savage,  Dr.  James

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Teachers  Offered  Workshop: 
'Mon  in  Sea ;  Man  in  Space 


“The  teacher  is  the  last  one 
to  land  on  the  moon,  to  fly,  or 
explore  the  sea,  although  he  is 
the  first  one  to  be  called  on  to 
communicate  these  phenomena 
to  future  generations.” 

“This  is  a  real  crime,"  be¬ 
lieves  Mr.  Robert  Bush,  an  in¬ 
structor  of  MSG’s  new  gradu¬ 
ate  course  designed  to  give 
teachers  personal  experiences 
with  the  challenges  of  space 
and  sea  exploration. 

“Man  in  Sea;  Man  in 
Space,”  as  the  program  is  en¬ 
titled,  will  be  launched  on  July 
7  and  will  be  due  for  success¬ 
ful  landing  on  July  30. 

The  program  is  headed  by 
Dr.  James  Gleason.  Mr.  John 
Mobley  will  also  instruct  the 
teacher  participants  from  both 
elementary  and  secondary  lev¬ 
els. 

Pre-registration  is  required 
for  the  three  -  credit  -  hour 
course.  Maximum  enrollment 
is  set  at  30,  with  a  May  15 
deadline  for  application. 

The  course  is  planned  to 
draw  a  parallel  between 
the  sea  and  space  aspects 
of  science.  Through  this 
study,  teachers  can  be  mo¬ 
tivated  to  become  more  in¬ 
volved  in  their  teaching  of 
science  and  add  credulity 
to  their  teaching  through 
workshop  experiences,  Mr. 
Bush  stated. 

The  first  week  of  the  work¬ 
shop  is  to  be  held  in  the  Gar¬ 
rett  -  Strong  Science  Building. 
The  major  topic  of  study  will 
be  the  physiology  of  man’s 


travel  in  space.  The  airplane 
will  serve  as  a  teaching  device 
as  participants  work  with  food 
preparations  for  space  travel 
and  build  and  fire  model  air¬ 
planes. 

During  the  second  week,  Na¬ 
vy  aquanauts  will  be  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  concentration  in  the 
study  of  the  physiology  of  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  sea.  These  sessions 
will  include  scuba  diving  in 
the  college  pool. 

A  field  trip  to  Oklahoma 
City  will  be  co-sponsored 
by  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  and 
the  Navy  during  the  third 
week  of  the  workshop. 
Students  will  tour  the  Feder¬ 
al  Aviation  Agency’s  test  flight 
and  physiological  training  fa¬ 
cility.  Actual  experience  in  the 
altitude  chamber  will  be  ex¬ 
perienced. 

The  group  will  continue 
on  to  Houston,  Tex.,  to  the 
National  Aeronautics  Space 
Agency’s  Man  Spacecraft 
Center.  The  United  States’ 
first  landing  on  the  moon 
is  scheduled  for  approxi¬ 
mately  the  same  time  as 
their  Houston  visit,  mak¬ 
ing  this  tour  particularly 
valuable  to  the  group. 

En  route  to  their  next  stop 
in  San  Diego,  Cal.,  the  travel¬ 
ers  will  hear  a  geology  lecture 
concerning  the  Southwest,  giv¬ 
en  by  NASA  geologists  using 
the  past  Gemini  photos. 

Lockheed  and  General  Elec¬ 
tric  Deep  Submergence  Facili¬ 
ties  will  be  visited  in  San  Die¬ 
go.  Before  returning  to  MSC, 


the  class  will  stop  at  Scripps 
Institute  where  Navy  Aqua¬ 
nauts  are  trained. 

During  the  two  final  days, 
one  and  one-half  day  cruises 
will  be  scheduled  with  ocean¬ 
ographers,  depending  on  ar¬ 
rangements  that  can  be  made 
with  the  Navy. 

Mr.  Bush  pointed  out  that 
the  committees  believe 
the  seminar  will  be  the 
first  program  of  tliis  type 
in  the  Midwest  that  has  in¬ 
cluded-  oceanography. 

The  workshop  will  be  plan¬ 
ned  on  the  principle  that  if  the 
student  knows  about  some 
phase  of  the  course,  he  can 
pass  it  by  advancing  to  the 
next  step. 

“This  can  be  used  as  a  tool 
to  evaluate  what  the  student 
and  teacher  are  accomplish¬ 
ing,’*  Mr.  Bush  explained. 

Mr.  Bush  has  previously 
worked  for  NASA  in  the  Edu¬ 
cational  Programs  Division, 
dealing  with  teacher  work¬ 
shops  oriented  toward  the 
study  of  space.

Japanese  Student's  Enjoyed  List

What  is  so  unique  about  a 
Japanese  student?  Perhaps 
some  people  see  him  as  unique 
because  they  know  very  little 
of  the  history  of  Oriental  so¬ 
cieties. 

This,  in  essence,  is  a  belief 
that  Kenichi  Moriguchi,  an 
MSC  student  from  Japan, 
brought  out  in  a  recent  inter¬ 
view. 

Kenichi  came  to  the  United 
States  four  years  ago  to  study 
English  literature.  He  first  at¬ 
tended  a  junior  college  at  Fort 
Scott,  Kan.,  and  transferred  to 
MSC  two  years  ago. 

After  graduation  this  semes¬ 
ter,  he  plans  to  “goof  around 
for  a  while.”  Possibly  he  will 
go  back  to  Japan  to  visit  his 
parents,  who  are  commercial 
printers,  before  going  to  Swe¬ 
den  to  study  at  Lundf  Univer¬ 
sity. 

Kenichi’s  interest  in  litera¬ 
ture  is  a  two-way  affair  —  his 
studying  and  his  writing  poe¬ 
try  and  fiction.  He  says  that 
he  writes  whatever  comes  into 
his  mind  but  that  first  he  must 
be  inspired.  He  eventually 


hopes  to  write  some  short  stor¬ 
ies  and  possibly  a  novel  or  two. 
Among  contemporary  authors 
he  lists  James  Dickey  as  his 
favorite  poet  and  John  Dos 
Pasos  as  his  favorite  novelist. 

Kenichi  also  takes  an  inter¬ 
est  in  campus  politics.  He  be¬ 
lieves  that  there  are  too  many 
rules  and  regulations  in  dormi¬ 
tory  living.  He  also  said  that 
improvements  could  be  made 
in  other  areas.  For  example, 
more  money  could  be  spent  on 
purchasing  books  for  the  libra¬ 
ry,  and  the  English  depart¬ 
ment  could  be  improved  by  of¬ 
fering  more  courses  in  contem¬ 
porary  literature.  Other 
changes  could  be  made  on  the 
general  requirements  to  in¬ 
clude  courses  of  world  history, 
he  added. 

Kenichi  acknowledges  that 
the  hardest  tiling  he  has  had 
to  get  used  to,  excluding  the 
language  difficulties,  has  been 
trying  to  tell  people  about  his 
country  when  the  people  don’t 
even  know  in  what  country 
Hong  Kong  is  located  (or  that 
it  is  a  British  crown  colony).

“Ghetto  Crisis”  and  a  sociolo¬ 
gy  professor  at  Boston  Univer¬ 
sity,  will  be  presented  by  the 
Union  Board  at  7  p.  m.  and 
4  p.  m.,  respectively,  today  in 
the  Union  Ballroom  in  a  con¬ 
tinuation  of  .  the  Controversial 
Speakers  series. 


Mr.  Bill  Baird 

Mr.  Baird  will  speak  on 
overpopulation,  birth  control, 
and  abortion  with  a  stated  de¬ 
sire  to  reduce  the  anguish  and 
suffering  of.  students  and  oth¬ 
ers  who  lack  adequate  informa¬ 
tion  about  birth  control. 

Known  to  be  an  instructive 
and  inspiring  speaker,  this 
man  has  drawn  capacity 
crowds  of  more  than  2,500.  He 
has  received  standing  ovations 
in  several  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  across  the  nation,  in¬ 
cluding  Harvard,  Simmons, 
M.  I.  T„  Boston  College,  Le¬ 
high,  and  Columbia. 

Not  only  deemed  by  a  Bos¬ 
ton  University  as  “The  best 
speaker  we’ve  ever  had,"  but 
as  one  faculty  member  wrote, 
“This  is  a  great  man.  .  .  only 
once  in  a  lifetime  does  some¬ 
one  come  along  with  the  wis¬ 
dom  and  selfless  dedication  of 
a  Bill  Baird.” 

Professor  Gerald  M.  Schaf¬ 
lander,  a  native  of  Detroit, 
Mich.,  is  committed  both  in 
theory  and  practice,  to  the 
ideal  of  black-white  integra¬ 
tion.

Mr.  Schaflander  is  not  satis¬ 
fied  nor  convinced  by  the  em¬ 
pty  rhetoric  of  left-radicals  and 
militant  black  nationalists,  by 
the  false  -  hope  preached  by 
“well-meaning”  liberals  or  the

inherent  policies  of  segrega¬ 
tion  in  the  program  of  right 
wing  conservatives. 

He  has  taught  as  a  lecturer 
at  Northeastern  University, 
Boston  in  introductory  sociolo¬ 
gy  as  well  as  being  an  instruc¬ 
tor  at  Brooklyn  College,  NYC, 
and  Boston  University. 

Also  teaching  at  the  NDEA 
Summer  Institute  in  Roxbury 
Ghetto  of  Boston  where  his 
students  included  licensed 
white  teachers  and  black  com¬ 
munity  personnel  being  train¬ 
ed  to  work  as  partners,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Schaflander  is  a  board

Well,  the  campaigns  and 
elections  are  over,  and  you  all 
know  what  that  means.  .  .  . 

Several  innovations  were  put 
into  effect  this  year.  Probably 
one  of  the  most  surprising  was 
the  mere  fact  Uiat  there  was 
a  political  campaign  with  real 
live  platforms  and  everything.

If  they  did  happen  to  strike 
oil,  however,  the  party  involv¬ 
ed  must  have  burned  up  all  its 
profits  in  its  fiery  display  of 
unity.  It  should  be  noted  that 
members  of  another  party  have 
nothing  to  worry  about.  Scare 
tactics  of  a  similar  nature 
were  outlawed  years  ago. 

If  anyone  listened  to  the 
campus  radio  station  last 
week,  he  knows  that  a  certain 
party  claimed  it  was  the  party 
with  a  pledge.

Senate  Suspends  'Laws' 
To  Pass  Amendment 
Changing  Eligibility 

Students  who  will  be  classi¬ 
fied  as  juniors  or  seniors  by 
college  requirements  at  the 
time  of  taking  office  were 
made  eligible  to  nm  for  stu¬ 
dent  body  office  in  an  emer¬ 
gency  Student  Senate  meeting 
Wednesday  night. 

The  amendment  was.  passed 
under  a  temporary  suspension 
of  the  by-laws.  The  measure 
could  not  have  been  acted  up¬ 
on  until  the  next  regular  meet¬ 
ing  under  the  Senate  constitu¬ 
tion. 

President  Mike  Wilson  called 
for  careful  consideration  of  the 
matter.  Circumstances  involv¬ 
ing  the  eligibility  of  two  nom¬ 
inees  in  this  year’s  student 
body  elections,  Ted  Chandler 
and  Vic  Jenkins,  were  careful¬ 
ly  reviewed  and  the  two  were 
asked  by  the  Senate  to  make 
statements  concerning  their 
candidacy. 

Chandler,  after  learning  his 
present  classification  would  not 
meet  the  eligibility  require¬ 
ments  before  the  Wednesday 
night  meeting,  had  agreed  to 
withdraw  as  a  nominee.  After 
the  change,  his  name  was 
placed  back  on  the  ballot. 

The  proposed  amendment 
was  passed  by  a  three-fourths 
vote  of  the  Senate  only  after  a 
revote  was  called  for,  asking 
Senators  not  to  abstain  from 
voting. 

As  Walk  Out  Day  draws 
closer,  my  mind  starts  to  wan¬ 
der.  Can  one  truly  compre¬ 
hend  the  gloriousness  of  the 
occasion  when  this  annual  day 
of  festivities  will  be  announced 
throughout  the  countryside  by 
tolling  of  bells  housed  in  a 
magnificent  pinnacle  known 
across  the  nation  as  a  land¬ 
mark  dedicated  to  truth  and 
freedom?

Final  Exams: 

Is  'Cramming' 
A  Necessity? 

Students  deserve  the 
right  to  request  a  “dead” 
week  before  final  exami¬ 
nations  in  order  to  achieve 
the  height  of  their  ability 
on  tests. 

My  definition  of  a 

“dead”  week  is  that  it  is  a 
period  in  which  students 
would  be  expected  to  at¬ 
tend  classes  as  usual,  but 
they  would  face  no  tests 
during  the  week  preceding 
finals.  This  free  time, 
which  would  ordinarily  be 
utilized  to  study  for  last 
minute  tests,  could  be  used 
instead  as  time  to  study 
ahead  for  finals  and  alle¬ 
viate  the  process  of  “cram¬ 
ming.” 

If  a  student,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  is  in  need  of  a  satis¬ 
factory  or  high  grade  in  a 
certain  course,  a  full  week 
of  study  instead  of  cram¬ 
ming  would  offer  him  a 
better  chance  for  obtaining 
the  desired  grade. 

Tests  have  shown  that 
more  information  can  be 
retained  longer  if  small 
amounts  •  are  learned  over 
a  long  period  of  time  than 
if  a  large  amount  is  to  be 
learned  during  a  short  dur¬ 
ation.  In  Psychology:  An 
Introduction  to  a  Behavior¬ 
al  Science,  the  statement  is 
made  that  “distributed 
practice  is  more  efficient 
than  massed  practice.” 

I  feel  it  is  unfair  to  ex¬ 
pect  a  person  to  continue 
studying  in  a  conscientious 
manner  for  a  final  exam 
in  one  course  when  last 
minute  tests  which  are  not 
final  exams  may  block  his 
path  of  acquiring  concen¬ 
trated  knowledge.

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A  Tribute  to  MSCs 
Champion  Wrestler 


Paul  Stehman

MHe  is  the  finest  young  man 
I’ve  ever  coached.  Seldom  do 
you  find  a  person  with  such 
discipline  and  dedication.  He  is 
the  kind  of  person  that  could 
be  counted  on  at  any  time  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  challenge  you 
face  him  with.  I  think  he  is 
the  best  respected  and  most 
dedicated  athlete  that  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College 
has  ever  had.” 

These  were  the  words  used 
by  wrestling  coach  Gary  Col¬ 
lins  to  describe  Paul  Stehman, 
the  wrestler  who  brought  MSC 
its  first  National  Championship 
in  college  wrestling  and  the 
second  ever  won  in  the  state 
of  Missouri. 

Stehman,  who  is  from  Mt. 
Joy,  Pa.,  established  a  bril¬ 
liant  record  at  MSC.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  he  is  co-captain  of  both 
the  football  and  wrestling 
teams  this  year.  While  a  fresh¬ 
man  he  had  a  3-0  wrestling 
record.  As  a  sophomore  he 
was  17-6;  in  his  junior  year 
20-5,  and  this  year,  22-3.  These 
total  up  to  the  impressive  62- 
14  college  career  record,  with 
30  of  these  wins  coming  via 
pins. 

The  title  winner  placed  in 
the  National  Tournament  three 
times,  was  three-time  Grace- 
land  Tournament’s  Outstand¬ 
ing  Wrestler,  was  three-time 
NWMSC  Champ  and  Outstand¬ 
ing  Wrestler  once,  three-time 
MIAA  Champ  and  was  picked 
the  tournament’s  Outstanding 
Wrestler  this  year.  This  past 
weekend  he  received  MSC’s 
Most  Valuable  Wrestler  Award. , 
That  lists  some  of  Paul’s'  big¬ 
ger  achievements  at  MSC. 

Assistant  Coach  Gerald 
Landwer  had  these  comments: 
“Considering  all  things  — 
wrestling  ability,  leadership, 
dedication  to  the  sport,  and 
competitive  spirit  —  Paul  has 
been  outstanding  in  each.  He 
is  the  best  I  have  ever  coach¬ 
ed.  He  was  never  afraid  to  put 
his  record  on  the  line  for  the 
benefit  of  the  team.

I  never  knew  anyone 
who  could  wrestle  the  last  ten 
seconds  as  strong  as  the  first  - 
the  way  Stehman  can.  He  gives 
his  all  all  the  way.”

Dean  Koerble  Explains 
Open  Housing  terms 

The  law  of  supply  and  de¬ 
mand  may  cause  headaches 
to  students  who  are  planning 
to  live  off  campus  next  fall. 

Several  students  who  are  21 
or  older  will  be  wanting  to  live 
in  opening  housing,  and  some 
householders  may  open  their 
rooms  to  these  students.

Dr.  Charles  E.  Koerble,  dean 
of  students,  has  pointed  out 
that  housing  lists  have  to  be 
revised  and  added  to  annually. 
This  means  that  a  student  who 
plans  to  live  where  a  friend 
lived  the  past  two  years  may 
be  out  of  luck  for  next  year, 
since  such  housing  may  no 
longer1  be  available.
